The peculiar nervous temperament so es- 
sential in a perfect dairy cow is one of 
her strongest characteristics. 

Look at the bright, intelligent face of a 
true specimen of this breed, and note the 
large fawn-like eyes, bright and glisten- 
ing. I k id the thiii, dilating nostrils, 

with their orange lining, which seem to 
scent danger like a deer, and seeing, 
know thai this queen among cows de- 
mands and well deserves the moat care- 
ful handling and kindest treatment to 
bring out her good qualities and keep 
them at their best.

Do not make the mistake of thinking 
that when she drops her Bret calf is time 
enough to begin feeding her ; she should 
have been fed from her birth with this in 
view. 

No supplemental food is better than 
ground oaU as a help in developing the 
heifer calf. As soon as she begins to eat 
hay she should have a little, night and 
morning, fed dry. Begin with half a pint 
of (red, or even leas, and gradually In- 
crease the quantity until bossie will take 
a plDtat a feeding. Keep her thrifty and 
growing. A calf once stunted by insuf- 
flciePt or impro|«r food will never make 
ao good a cow as she would otherwise 

The grain ration should be increased 
as the heifer grows, and at the arrival of 
the milking period she should, after the 
first (ew days, be given a generous quan- 
tity of such food as is beat suited to assist 
her in producing milk. 

While there are various grain foods 
recommended by dairymen aa excellent 
tor milch cowa, for the general feeder and

Each cow is a law unto herself as to the 
amount of food she can profitably con- 
sume. It takes more to produce a like 
result with one than another Up to the 
extent of her capacity the greater the 
amount consumed the greaterthe returns 
at the pail and the chum; but when a 



fed at a loss | the extra food goes to make 
fat. 

A liberal allowance of coarse mlder 
should sIbo be fed. Clover liny, corn fod- 
der, ensilage— all are good. Hoots are 
valuable as a food for milch cowa. Car- 
rots are perhaps best, with sugar beets 
next. Turnips and ruta-bagas will flavor 
the butter. 

Pure water should always be within 
reach of the cows. No other domestic 
animal requires so large a quantity, and 
a shrinkage of the milk will follow if she 
is deprived of it in abundance. 

While Jerseys as a breed are unsur- 
passed as butter-makers, there is a wide 
range in their value in tbis respect. Kach 
cow should be tested and the best only 
kept. In regard to teBtiog, it is not al- 
ways that the cow showing the highest 
test of butter-fat is really the liest cow. 
Other things should be taken into con- 
sideration-quantity of milk and length 
of milk period during the year. These 
should be considered laifore deciding, as 
a cow showing a medium amount of »ut- 
ter-fat may make up in quantity of milk 
during the year what a single test of her 
milk may lack. 

Not all of us can have cows making a 
thousand pounds of butter in a year; but 
any one owning a single Jersey cow may, 
with judicious breeding and careful feed- 
ing, combined with the kind treatment 
and care which all animals should have, 
in a few years possess a herd of cattle 
which v. ill be a source of prolit as well aa

prescribed. The congress will be under 
the honorary presidency of his eminence 
Cardinal Gibbons, archbishop of Balti 

m The congress will be composed of dele- 
gates frem the different dioceses and 
vicariates of the United States— viz. : 
J For each dioceso and vicariate 10 dele- 
gates at large, and five additional dele 
gates for every 29,000 of the Catholic 
population in such diocese and vicariate, 
as shown by the Catholio Directory for 
2 893, and proportionately for fractions 
Of 23,000. 

These delegates shall be selected and 
appointed by the biahop or acting eccle- 
siastical superior of the diocese or vicari- 
ate, and the delegates so chosen are to 
be reported to the committee on organi- 
zation on or before Aug. 1. 

In addition to the foregoing every 
Catholic university, college and semina- 
ry for young men shall be entitled to 
send two delegates at large and one ad- 
ditional delogate for every 100 students 
regularly enrolled in such Institution for 
the collegiate year 1802-8. 

These delegates shall be chosen by the 
president and faculty of the several in- 
stitutions, and the names are to be re- 
ported to the committee on organization 
on or before Aug. L 

Catholics from other countries will be 
cordially welcomed to the congress, pro- 
vided they present recommendatory let- 
ters for the purpose, duly signed by the 
bishop of the diocese from which they 
come, which shall be duly submitted to 
the committee on organization prior to 
the assembling of the congress. 

The committee on organization has 
formulated the general scope of the con- 
gress as follows: 

The decision arrived at by the com- 
mittee on organization, which was con- 
curred in by the most reverend the arch- 
bishops of the United States, defines and 
limits the scope of the congress, as fol- 
lows—viz. : To the consideration of tho 
"Social Question" as outlined by our 
holy father. Leo XIII, in his encyclical 
on that subject, to which shall be added 
the question of "Catholic Education" 
and the question of tho "Independence 
of the Holy See." Accordingly the pa- 
pers to bo prepared in advance to be 
read at the congress will be devoted to 
the subjects (under the above limita- 
tions) that shall bo laid down by the
